General, abou t two months ag o, 
DiSalle Aides Told 
Ohio Finances in 
Bleak' Category 


TOLEDO, Ohio (AP)—Ohio’s fi­ 
nancial situ ation u t so bleak that 
the state may end its cu rrent fiscal 
period in Ju ne with a balance of 
"zero or less.'* 
That was the news heard Mon­ 
day by the cabinet appointees 
of 
Gov .-elect Michael V. DiSalle. 
It came from the man who will 
be 
his finance director, 
Jam es 
Maloon. Ma loon called the state’s 
financial pinch 
the "worst since 
the 1930*s,” when the state and 
nation were in the midst of a deep 
depression. 
DiSalle had his cabinet here for 
a discu ssion of the coming admin­ 
istration’s 
problems, 
and 
asked 
Maloon to tell all the department 
heads the dollar trou bles they will 
be facing . 
The 
new 
administration prob­ 
ably will inherit a deficit, and for 
at least six months, said Maloon, 
•ll departments will hav e to hold 
their spending u nder the lev els 
orig inally desig ned in the last ap­ 
propriation bills. 
In Ju ne of 1967, Ohio ended a 
two-y ear fiscal period with a cash 
balance of 46 millions, said Ma­ 
loon, bu t this time there is likely 
to be a deficit. 
A major factor in this prospect 
is the fact that in Febru ary and 
ag ain in May the state will hav e 
to pu t 45 million dollars into the 
school fou ndation 
fu nd. 
The new finance director said 
there may hav e to be some bor­ 
rowing from other fu nds to meet 
these pay ments, "ev en thou g h it 
u» anticipated there will be an u p 
tu rn in sales tax receipts.” 
Another fiscal complication is on 
the horizon, he said, in connection 
with hig hway financing . 
Under the new 
interstate hig h­ 
way prog ram the federal g ov ern­ 
ment pay s most of the cost—ev ent­ 
u ally . First the state has to pay 
ou t IOO per cent of the cost. Then 
it bills the federal g ov ernment. 
"Bu t the money does not come 
back immediately ," said 
Maloon. 
"There is a su bstantial delay and 
du ring the last y ear we hav e ex ­ 
ceeded 
the 
hig hway 
allocations 
considerably .” 
DiSalle’* admonition to his cab­ 
inet following this analy sis was to 
think of the "needs” first 
and g et 
arou nd to the "w ants” later—that 
is, only necessities can bs taken 
care of first. 


The new Democratic g ov ernor 
will be inau g u rated Jan. 12. He 
said the qu estion of making his 
appointments final may depend on 
whether the salary commission, a 
leg islativ e stu dy body , makes its 
report by that time. 
"Depending on salary 
adju st­ 
ments, I mig ht hold u p a day or 
two on appointments,” he said. He 
said the hig hway director's pay 
will be dropped by $7,000 or $8 ,000. 
For other cabinet members, the 
adju stments will be $2,000 or $3,000.

Federal Dole 
Hike To Hurt 
Some in Ohio 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - The 
sev en per cent increase in social 
secu rity pay ments v oted by the 
last Cong ress isn’t g oing to help 
Ohioans who also are receiv ing 
stata aid for the ag ed. It may 
ev en hu rt a few. 
That was the word today from 
officials of the Div ision of Aid for 
the Ag ed. 
The increases are effectiv e Feb. 
I. 
Many Ohioans whose social se­ 
cu rity checks are small receiv e 
su pplemental aid from the state on 
a 
basis 
of need — technically 
enou g h to make ends meet. Abou t 
22 per cent of the 9 0,000 Ohioans 
on the Aid for Ag ed rolls also re­ 
ceiv e social secu rity pay ments. 
Febru ary aid for ag ed checks 
will be trimmed by 
the same 
amou nt as each indiv idu al’s social 
secu rity increase. For instance: If 
a person has been receiv ing $40 
from social secu rity and $40 from 
aid for ag ed, the social secu rity 
check will g o u p to abou t $43 and 
the aid for ag ed check will drop to 
abou t $37. 
The social secu rity increase will 
knock some people—probably no 
more than 300—off the Aid for 
Ag ed rolls, state officials report. 
These are the people whom the 
social secu rity increase pu ts ov er 
the $8 0-a-month mark. Under Ohio 
law, persons with annu al incomes 
of $960—$8 0 a month—or more are 
not elig ible for aid for the ag ed. 
Thu s a person who has been draw ­ 
ing abou t $75 a month in social 
secu rity and some small addition­ 
al assistance from aid for the ag ed 
will lose the state help becau se 
his social secu rity check will be 
for abou t $8 1. 
Democratic Gov .-elect Michael 
V. DiSalle is committed to a pro­ 
g ram of lifting the present ceiling 
of $65 a month on state aid for 
ag ed pay m ents. This, state offi­ 
cials believ e, also will inclu de a 
remov al of the $9 60-a-y ear income 
limit.

Southwest 
Hit Hard by 
Raging Blizzard 


6-Foot Drifts Form 
In Now Mex ico; Roto 
Bowl Trav elers Holtod 


DUMAS, Tex . 
(AP)—A rag ing 
blizzard has bu ried Albu qu erqu e, 
New Mex ico’s larg est city , u nder 
its heav iest s n o w f a l l , strand­ 
ed thou sands of motorists 
a n d 
claimed fou r liv es. It continu ed to 
du mp snow on the Sou thwest to- 
Winds u p to 60 miles per hou r 
whipped the snow into drifts of u p 
to 
six 
feet, 
blocking 
hig hway s 
across eastern New Mex ico, the 
Panhandle of Tex as and into west­ 
ern Oklahoma, 
Fou r hu ndred motorists — most 
of them Iowans bou nd for Pasa­ 
dena, Calif., and the New Year's 
Day Rose Bowl football g ame be­ 
tween Iowa and California—were 
stranded at Tu cu mcari in eastern 
New 
Mex ico when snow drifts 
blocked all roads in the area. 
They were hou sed in the National 
Gu ard armory and priv ate homes 
after all hotels and motels were 
filled. Twenty inches of snow fell 
at Conchos Dam, 35 mile* north 
of Tu cu mcari. 
Another 400 m otoriits remained 
stranded today in this Tex as Pan­ 
handle town after the howling bliz­ 
zard drov e a 6-inch snow into 
drifts six feet deep. Twenty -fiv e 
persons dou bled u p in a small cafe 
and motel at the nearby cross­ 
roads hamlet of Fou r-Way . 
The New Mex ico state police 
said approx imately , 1,000 au tomo­ 
biles were marooned on 18 -mile 
stretch of U.S. Hig hway 66 abou t 
60 miles east of Albu qu erqu e. 
Hu ndreds 
of 
other 
motorists 
fou nd shelter in scores of Tex as 
and New Mex ico towns. 
The 11-inch snowfall that crip­ 
pled and isolated Albu qu erqu e was 
the heav iest on record. Thou sands 
of residents were withou t electrici­ 
ty or transportation as the howl­ 
ing blizzard knocked ou t power 
lines and blocked all roads into 
the city . Linemen worked throu g h 
the nig ht to slowly restore serv ice 
after nearly 30,000 of the city ’s 
68 .000 
electric 
meters 
were 
knocked 
ou t 
by 
broken 
power 
lines. 
Snow continu ed to swirl early 
today in eastern New Mex ico, the 
Tex as Panhandle and western Ok­ 
lahoma. The U.S. Weather Bu reau 
said another 3 to 4 inches cou ld 
be ex pected before the snow ta ­ 
pered off later in the day . 
Three of the deaths attribu ted 
to the storm were in Tex as. Mrs. 
Elizabeth R. Whiteside, 38 , Ama­ 
rillo, Tex ., and her dau g hter Tay - 
na, 9, were killed when their car 
and a tru ck collided du ring a 
snowstorm at Vernon, Tex . L. D. 
Ru ndell, 35, was killed when his 
car ran into a freig ht tra in. at 
Mu leshoe, 
Tex . 
In 
Colorado, 
where snows rang ing from 3 to 18 
inch** fell, a Denv er traffic death 
was blamed on icy streets.

Throughout the world, fewer wo 
men are dying in childbirth.

are saving more babies, too. Chi­ 
cago. I am proud to say, has an 
outstanding record in this respect. 
Malaria, once an 
ungovernable 
monster, is rapidly being eradicat­ 
ed. and we are making important 
steps in this direction. Up to 1948 
some 300,000,000 of them died. G ra­ 
dually, more anti m o r e persons 
are becoming 
protected 
against 
this disease and complete protec-1 
tion, in the Americas, at least, is 
expected within a few -ears. 
The Salk vaccine has enabled us 
to look polio in the face 
without 
flinching. New In e-virus vaccines 
give promise of offering even more 
protection against this once dread­ 
ed crippler. 
Although tuberculosis still is the 
greatest killer of all infectious and 
parasitic diseases, it kills 
fewer 
and fewer persons each year. New

Diphtheria rs in full regression 
throughout the world. The number 
of cases per year is less than half 
what it was just IO years ago. 
Whooping cough is in retreat all 
over the world, and the number of 
deaths from pneumonia has drop­ 
ped substantially since penicillin 
and oilier antibiotics became av­ 
ailable

PARIS (AP) — Six co ntinental 
nations tu rns ov er a new leaf 
Thu rsday , bringing c l o s e r to 
reality the dream of a United 
Europ e. 
As the new y ear dawns, cen­ 
tu ries - old trade barrier* 
will 
begin to fall away . The Euro pean 
Economic Community , or Co m­ 
mon Market, will gradu ally co me 
into being. 
With the six Western Euro pean

firms. 
About 95 per cent of Ohio’s in­ 
sured motorists will be affected, 
Vorys said. 
Territories in which rates apply 
on a geographical basis also were 
changed 
somewhat, 
Vorys 
said. 
For the most part, they were ex­ 
tended to suburban areas and high­ 
er city rates applied to the entire 
territory. 
In general, the increases will be 
smallest in rural areas, Vorys re­ 
ported

And Thursday they will find that 
in France and five other Western 
European nations the tariff walls 
will be higher for Americans and 
other outsiders than for the six in 
the Common Market. 
These are the results of France’s 
newest devaluation of its franc 
and the partial lowering by nine 
other nations of curbs on chang­ 
ing their money into dollars. 
But the most troublesome trade 
barrier of all is still there. That 
is the import quotas which many 
lands 
impose on the goods of 
Americans 
and other outsiders. 
American businessmen still can’t 
sell their goods or services in 
these lands if their governments j 
want to save their supplies of dol­ 
lars for other things. 
France’s cutting 17 per cent off 
the value of its franc in terms of 
American 
dollars 
(a 
worldwide 
measuring stick is aimed at shor­ 
ing up its finances—badly drained 
by the Algerian war—as it seeks 
to start on equal footing with the I 
five other nations in the Common 
Market Jan. I. They are West 
Germany. Italy. Holland, Belgium 
and Luxembourg. 
Theoretically, at least. France 
Is cutting the present price of 
French goods by 17 per cent in , 
all markets.

Adjusting to the new Common 
Market is also one of the factors 
leading Britain. Denmark, Swe 
den, Norway and all the Common 
Market nations except France to 
announce limited currency con- I 
vertibility. 
This permits the exchange of 
foreign holdings of their curren­ 
cies into dollars or any other form 
of cash, so that American busi­ 
nessmen can get dollars, at going 
exchange rates, for their goods— 
if permitted to sell them in the 
nine countries. 
Thursday the Common Market 
nations take their first step by 
lowering the tariffs IO per cent 
on goods shipped by each other 
within the market’s limit*, but 
maintaining the old b a r r i e r s 
against goods of all other nations. 
Over the years the tariffs will 
be lowered further on Common 
Market goods and a common tar­ 
iff wall set up by all six against 
outsider*. 
From Jan. I on. for example. 
West German manufacturers can 
ship more goods to France and 
pay IO per cent less duty on them 
than can their American competi­ 
tors. 
American 
businessmen, 
how­ 
ever, can hail the European fiscal 
moves as a first short step in free­ 
ing world trade, which has been 
under strict fiscal controls since 
the war. And they can applaud 
anything that will stabilize the 
franc, which in the last IO years 
has lost nearly two thirds of its 
purchasing power. 
If France succeeds in getting its 
fiscal house in order, and if fur­ 
ther convertibility moves lead to 
better trade and generally health­ 
ier economic conditions in Eu­ 
rope (making it a better custo­ 
mer), Americans too could share 
in the long run in some of the 
betterment.

“ And the momentum of our pres 
ent comeback could possibly carry 
the demand for steel next year 
even higher,” Gray said.

asserted,

there are some clouds on the steel 
industry horizon and one is the 
importation of foreign made steel. 
Gray said that in several sec­ 
tions of the country foreign steel 
products now- are being sold at 
prices below those American pro­ 
ducers can match. 
“ VVe 
cannot 
make 
steel 
as 
cheaply as foreign countries, of 
course, because the wages of for­ 
eign steel workers are much lower 
than ours.” he said. 
The Armco president said more 
new 
equipment 
w o u l d 
enable 
American firms to increase their 
output per-man hour but that prof­ 
its have not been high enough to 
allow' firms to lay aside the neces­ 
sary money. 
“ As a result.” he added, “ the 
jobs of some of our employes have 
already been lost to steelworkers 
overseas ” 
Importation of foreign steel, he 
continued, could result in the 80.- 
000 American steelworkers losing 
their jobs to foreign competition 
in 1960.

Meteors have long been known 
to produce these particles, Scien­ 
tists regularly aim radar waves at 
meteor trails and record their re­ 
flection back to earth. 
But investigators so far have not 
determ ined

fields, Karp said. 
If they have 
their own magnetic fields it is pos­ 
sible that these fields keep the 
particles momentarily in line so 
they can act uniformly against ob­ 
jects of opposite electrical charge.

Fifty five 
years ago today Chicago and the 
nation were stunned by one of the 
worst fire 
tragedies in 
modern 
history. 
More than 600 persons, 212 of 
them children, perished when the 
new Iroquois Theater burned du r­ 
ing a matinee performance Dec. 
30, 1903. 


The Iroquois, on Randolph street 
just west of State 
in downtown 
Chicago, had opened only 38 days 
before the fire and was billed as 
“ absolutely fireproof.” But much 
of the fircproofing had not been 
completed in the rush to open, 
There was a standing room only 
crowd in the theater to watch the 
extravaganza 
“ Mr. 
Bluebeard,” 
starring the late Eddie Poy. About 
1,700 patrons were seated and an 
other 200 were standing. 
The fire lasted only 15 minutes 
The 
blaze 
started 
during 
the 
second act when a strip of gauze 
on the curtain brushed against an 
are light 12 feet above the floor 
and caught fire. 
' 
The flame spread tp the velvet 
drapery, then leaped into rigging 
aloft. 
Poy made 
a 
heroic effort 
to 
calm 
the 
audience. 
He 
dashed 
from the wing, partly costumed in 
tights and with his face half made 
up. 
On the stage apron the comic 
joked 
with 
the 
audience, 
even 
caught one of the burning brands, 
and calmed some who had risen 
to run 
for 
their 
lives. 
He 
or 
dcrcd the orchestra to play, then 
ordered an asbestos fire curtain 
lowered. 
The 
curtain 
jam m ed 
partway 
down. 
The panic was on when a door 
was opened and sucked the pent 
up gasses and flames over the 
audience. 
A fire company was 
only 
200 
feet down an alley from the the 
ater and a stagehand ran out anr 
shouted, “ The Iroquois is on fire.” 
By that time, most of it was 
over. 
Inside, firemen found 200 
bodies piled at the staircase ami 
others stacked 6 to IO feet deep 
at 
em ergency 
exits 
that 
were 
locked and at doors that opened 
inward.
